than the eleven had earlier, for the

on the subject of music or even induce 
him to draw his bow over the strings 
of his favorite instruments, then you 
are a fortunate man indeed.

miration for (jreat artists will never 
cease to exist. 
And my enthusiasm 


for violin music knows no bounds.

violin music, the kind Jacob Keuter 
Tlnnvsrlrourone of his pets in his stu- 
dio for the benefit of a single listener.

Ifoof Window in the Jiarn. 


There are thousands of barns scat- 


tered throughout the country, the roof 
space In which is but little, if at all, 
utilized, largely for the reason that the 
roof space is inaccessible. A barn was 
secently scon in which this dilliculty 
was solved by the Insertion of a roo'f 
window .similar to that shown In the 
rut. This gives a chance to unload hay 
Into the loft from the outside, either 
by band or by u hay fork, and where- 
as the loft before was tlurk and poorly 
ventilated. It Is now light and airy. 
The style of window thaf Is .shown is 
much belter than the pitched roof dor- 
mer window that is .sometimes put up- 
on roofs. The stylo shown admits of 
having a large square window in front 


.-specially useful 1C u hay fork Is to 


be used. 


The advantage of thus changing a 


barn Is that the loft can be floored over 
and the hay and straw stored In the 
second story, utilizing the space clear 


•o the ridge pole. This leaves (he lirst 
lloor clear for a silo nnd (itiarters for 
the stock, giving moro room for the 
"alter; and affording a wiirmer barn, 
;ince many buildings are kept cold nl- 
uost wholly because of Ihe big, emplv 
<paoo in the top-healed air always ris- 
ug because lighter than cold air.' Wilh 
i window in each end of 
the 
barn 


ilinve, and the new window in front, 
:he loft will be as light as the lirst 
loor. 


Cure of liootfi. 


Not only those who expect lo sell 


:heir surplus of potatoes nnd 
oilier 


•cols, but those who Intend to use the 
:ubors for seed purposes, should lie 
careful to guard against 
the 
cold 


weather. 
When it gets so cold that 


'rost can be seen upon Ihe Inside of 
the cellar walls, it is too cold in the 
cellar for nearly all roots, but espe- 
cially for potatoes nnd such others as 
nay be intended for seed purposes. The 
hooper system of cold storage places 
he proper temperature of potatoes in 
storage at !i-l degrees, or two above the 
freezing point, while carrots may bo 
;ept at 33 degrees, onions and parsnips 
it 32 dsgree-s, or just ut freezing. 
We 


lave seen onions kept well nt a much 
owcr temperature than that, but an 
essential requirement wns that they 
should thaw out gradually, nnd with- 
out any exposure to sunlight or nrtlli- 
:inl beat. How onions so kept would 
mvo proved if they had been set to 
row seed we do not know, as we never 
estcd them. But it is said that the po- 
alo wliich has bee.i In cold storage, 
•unl even not lower 
I ban 34 degrees, 


las been KO chilled that it is unlit lo 
ise as a seed. Its vitality has been re- 
duced, and while we have had sprouts 
oine from potatoes that were partially 
ro/.en, the yield was not such as to 
cad us lo advi.se any one to freeze 
heir seed potatoes. We are nlso told 
hat a long term, of chilling at a. tem- 
icralure near the freezing point 
is 


vorsc for them than an actual quick 
reexe.—American Cultivator.

Cooking Food for Stock. 


There is but little doubt but that 


with potatoes or other starchy foods 
•.here is a gain in cooking them ov^"- 
feeding them raw. and

ir not over ten per cent, it will scarce- 
ly pay to take the trouble of cookin- 
unless it can be done without us'r^ 
extra fuel, or there are a larsre number

steep in three cups of cold water. Set 
in a hot place, but not where it will 
boil, says a writer iu Good Housekeep- 
ing. When this grows thick, strain it 
o\-t-r the sugar and guiu arabic, which 
ought to be like a thin jelly. Add the 
juice of two lemons.

spoonful every half hour till the cough 
begins to loosen.—Evening Telegraph.
